In order to provide a more co v. a 
lent method of scrubbing floors

the back breaking operation that now 
prevails an inventor bas tmpno < *d 
a scrubbing machine which contests til 
a pair of scrubbing brushes se* crud 
to a long handle and supporting a re­ 
ceptacle for water. 
A valve Is pro­ 
vided at one side, which may be ole 
orated by the foot to regulate the feed 
of the water. 
If desired the brushes 
m ay be removed and replaced with 
rubbing or polishing devices, and the 
reservoir may be filled with oil if it 
be desired to oil the floor.—Scientific 
American.

METEORIC DUST, 


An Invisible but Constant Shower ef 
T in / Hoiiow Steel Ball*. 
Meteoric dust is composed of minute 
hollow spheres of steel that look ua- 
der the microscope like leaden shot 
They are insanely finer than grains 
of sand. 
Their origin is interesting. 
Meteors, or shooting stars as they are 
generally called, have from the begin­ 
ning of things been bombarding the 
world at a rate estimated by the high­ 
est authority at many thousands an 
hour. Owing to the* earth’s protecting 
envelope of air very few of these mis­ 
siles reach us, 
In size meteors vary 
from a few ounces to many pounds In 
weight, and It is only veryioccasion­ 
a l that one Is of sufficient db *nsions 
to survive the passage of 8G *o IOO 
miles through an atmosphere a Teas­ 
ing in density as the earth \ 
ap­ 
proached. 
The speed at which 
ey 
enter the atmosphere, calculated a 
t 
less than thirty-five miles a sets 
generates such intense heat by \ 
tlon that the iron of which the mete 
principally consists is Immediately i\ 
duced to an incandescent vapor, whlcl 
Is the luminous train so frequently 
seen in the heavens on a clear night ' 
The vapor rapidly cools and con­ 
denses in the form of these minute 
particles, which assume the spherical 
form, as does shot during its fall from 
the top of a tower. 
Finally the lit­ 
tle spheres are scattered by the winds 
and currents in the upper regions and 
gradually descend in their millions os 
an invisible but never ending shower. 
The perfect condition in which the 
spheres are found is due to the pres­ 
ence of certain noncorrosive elements 
found by analysis to be present in the 
metal of meteors which have come to 
earth. 
These little spheres can be found in 
almost any sample of dust particles 
where it has collected in sheltered re­ 
cesses or hollows, as in the gutter, on 
the housetop or round the roots of old 
trees and dry ditches. 
They may be 
readily gathered by a magnet and 
when mounted form an interesting ob­ 
ject for the microscope. — Chicago 
News.

Three hundred aud fifteen years age 
it is probable that some stranger from 
Sweden, traveling in England, bought 
at the door of a London theater-the 
biose or the Curtain, per hajis—a small. 
thin quarto volume. 
Ile paid six­ 
pence for It as a memento of bls 
visit to a London playhouse. 
It was 
not worth more than that, at least to 
any one critical of printing or literary 
art or of morals. 
Vet this sa me little book was not 
tong ago discovered in the house of a 
countrywoman in Sweden, and today 
it is almost priceless. Dealers In such 
treasures have vied with oue another 
to obtain pop /ession of the work. 
This sixpei y quarto, bidden in Sw«y 
den for 3<X * ears, is the only copy 
known to e 
t; of the first edition of 
the play of ’ Itus Andronlcus,” print­ 
ed in 1594. Students were long aware 
hat the play was then printed, but It 
as believed that the entire edition 
d been lost.

' ery added one more to the small 
tiber of unique books in the world 
I again illustrated the importance 
> 
iching to any smallest bit of SUake- 
^ areana. 
Titus Androgens” was possibly not 
by Shakespeare, but it was doubtless 
revised by him, it was acted by his 
company, and a few lines in it were 
written by him. Because of this slen­ 
der connection with one of the great­ 
est geniuses the world has known this 
single play has a value that makes it 
a coveted prize for book lovers the 
world over.—New York Tribune.
